1. Number of Sheep. Tne sheep flocks on December 3lst, 1937

5. Lambing, 1937. During 1937 3,662,227 (3,519,568) Ewes were 
mated and 2,476,804 (2,079,426) Lambs marked, percentage 67.63 (59.08). 
The lamos marked exceeded previous record by over 200,000. : 

4. Winter Lampinc, 193%. 3,870,000 ewes were reported as 
either mated or intended to be mated for the Winter Lambing of 1938. 

In addition 180,000 ewes were expected to be reserved for Spring Lambinc. 
Details for the 1958 winter lambing will be published next month. 

5e Wool Clip. ©.6°4,7°% (7,940,476) sheep and lambs were shorn 
the total clip including locks, bellies, pieces etc. being 74,893,269 
(66,743,386) lbs; an increase of 3,980,234 lbs. on the record clip. or 
70,912,985 in 1935. The average fleece for sheep and lambs combined was 

"&.65 (8.41) and for sheep only 10.13 (9.72) lbs. 

6. Total Wool Production. Subject to slight revision, it is 
estimated that the grand total wool production including the clip and 
wool felimongered and wool on local skins exported was 85,500,000 
(76,604,296) lbs., increase %,895,705 lbs. value £4,000,000 (£4, 360, 062) 
decrease £360,062, the average value per 1b. greasy being 11.284.(13.66d.).
